Wherecs we have 
no account in Hittaoy, erat Zachariah the Propher, the 
Son of Barachias and Grand/an of Iddo, was put to 
death by the Jews, That Zachariah, who we read, 
wis fton'd to death, 2 Chron. 24. 20. is 
Caiid the Son of Jehoiada the Prisft, Ver. 20. 

A, The Zacharias our Savidur mentions mutt 
notwithftanding be the fame that was ftoned in the 
Coart of the Lord’s Houle (2 Chron. 24.21.) For 
the Scriprure makes mention of ne other Qachartas 
that was killed. Nor is.ic probable that our Savi- 
our wou'd give an oblcare and uncertain inftance 
of Jewith Cruelty, bat rarher one that was notori- 
ous, and thar coo confirm’d by Authority of Scrip- 
ture nor cou’d his Auditors underitand him {peak- 
ing of any other but this, whofe Memory was ta- 
mous amongft them. Thisis turtuer confirm d by 
the Pace where he was kil'd, which was in the 
Court of the Temple. For the Alrar of burner Se- 
crifices was without the Temple, berweea 
and the Temple was a Pare of the Cource of the 
Tennis, which was a void Space without any 
Root, as and Poslo Fadeus informs us. Phe 
ony D.fficalty ts, that this who ts heve 
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called the Son of Barachias) was (2 Chron. 24.) 
the Son of Fehboiada the Prieft. To this it may be 
very well anfwered, thac the Facher of Zacharias 
had rwo Names, Fehotada and Barachras. For i 
was ufual amongft the Avbrews to change their 
Names into others of the fame or near the {ame Sig- 
nification. Thus was Solomon called Fedidiah, and 
Fudas, Thaddeus ; and {o may Feboiada be called 
Barachias, becaule thele Names fignify near the 
fame Thing, that is, a Confeffor and Bieffer of the 
Lord, Inthe Chaldee Paraphrafe Zachariasis call'd 
the Son of /ddo ; and our Saviour might ufe che 
fame Liberty of cal'ing him B3rachias, that the 
Chaldee Paraphraft did of calling him Iddo. Bes 
fides, he is exprefly called the Son of Febarachiab 
(If:.8 2.) and is there joined with Uriah the 
Prieft, who was che firft Martyr the firtt 
Temple, as Qachariah was the laft. From whence 
we may reafonably conclude this 
tiond by If/tiah, is the fame that is called in Chro- 
nicies the Sonof Feboiads, and by our Saviour the 
Son of Barachyas. | | |
